THK PKOPJLK AGAINST T1IK TRUSTS. 


The people of the Onlted States have 


become expansionists In theory and In 
fact. Whether they have become snob by 
their consent or by compulsion Is not 
at this time necessary to discuss. Peo- 
ple foreign to us in language, habits 
and largely in race have become sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of our laws and 
form of Government. When our sys- 
tem is administered In its pority the 
people govern. It was the intention of 
tbe framers of tbe system that the peo- 
ple, and they only, should govern, 
which intention was maintained till 
trusts became tbe obief oare of those 
who have in charge tbe direction of 
government, since which oare tbe trusts 
have governed to the exclusion of tbe 
people. 
Tbe change has been isnch 


that the people have been deprived 
of any voice in the direction of politi- 
cal business. They have become sec- 
ond in tbe political affairs in govern- 
ment and capital represented by trusts 
Is first. The whole attention of Con- 
gress and the attention of the Execu- 
tive Department is given to trusts and 
llllgltimate organized capital used for 
the oppression of tbe people. 


The intention and purpose of tbe 


founders have been reversed by those 
In authority by making the people sub- 
ject to oppression, which is in direct 
opposition to every principle for wbiob 
government was instituted. Protection 
to the people is denied and a redress of 
grievances is no more a part of admin- 
istration or of the work of the law 
making power. Tbe present Congress 
has given its attention and work to 
trusts exclusively to the neglect of the 
rights of the citizens. Tbe most shame- 
ful proceedings have been resorted to 
by ring pollutions to accomplish tbe 
objects of trusts by destroying tbe 
rights of the individual citizen and 
making his life and his liberty subject 
to the demand of trusts. 


The tyranny of trnsts has been mul- 


tiplied and their protection secured 
through tb« fostering oare of Congress 
and the administration. The rights of 
the people are at a discount and trust 
tyranny has been given tbe place of 
liberty. The methods of • Hanna and 
men of his ilk have been given tbe 
place of the patriotic and pure work of 
a Washington, B Jefferson and a Lin- 
coln, The foulness of vlllany contam- 
inates the halls of Congress and the 
executive departments of the admlnia- 


tlon about the manner of .'government 
there should be applied to the weak 
people there are In these territories, 
and there Is no doubt about the 
result. There will be no question over 
methods to be applied for the ele- 
vation and betterment of the relation! 
of the Island peoples. There will arise 
Questions about tbe application of 
methods, but there will be no disten- 
sion ovsr tbe application of principles.

Mr. Qwart- 
ney is principal of the Eureka high 
school, and has been teaching at Eureka 
dnrlng the past two months without 
salary because of the faot that it vas 
the opinion ot the Board ot Education 
that he was not entitled to a certificate 
or diploma of the high school grade 
upon the credentials presented by him, 
and not having a certificate recognized 
by the laws of this State, was therefore 
not entitled to pay ment from the school 
funds of Eureka district.

porary certificate of the high school 
grade be issued. 


This was agreed to by Professor Bing 


and the instrument was finally issued, 
but Governor Sadler refused to concur 
and it is romored will contest the ac- 
tion ot the majority.
